The younger VanWyck 


graduated from the

North Carolina with high honors and 
while still in his twenties, was elevat- 
ed to the bench. 


In 1898, he resigned the judgeship 


to lead the Democratic party against 
Theodore Ifoosevelt in a race for the 
governorship. 
He was a leader in 


reorganizing the Demnr-riti" party in 
Kings county, which led to the nomi- 
nation of Grover Cleveland for gover- 
nor and then until his retirement was 
a national and state figure of the poll- 
tics of his party. 


While etill an attorney, VanWyck 


won distinction as 
counsel for the 


complainant when he 
obtained the 


conviction of Senator Allds on charges 
preferred by Senator Confer in one of 
the most unusual casu in the history 
of American jurisprudence. 


He was president of the N'ew York 


Holland society, the Southern society, 
the Nor'h Carolina society, the South 
Carolina society, the New York Alumn' 
association of North Carolina univer- 
sity, and grand master of the Zeta Psi 
fraternity of North America. 


His widow, a son,

New World Represented at Cer- 


emony Which Links Dynas- 


ties of Three Balkan 


Countries 


Belgrade, June 8.—Medieval pomp, 


and splendor marked the 
wedding j 


here today 
of King Alexander of 


Jugoslavia and Princess Marie ot Ru- 
mania. 
Nearly every nation" in the 


Old and New World was represented 
at the ceremony, which linked the 
dynasties of three Balkan countries, 
rorming a powerful barrier against 
luture wars in this turbulent part of. 
Europe. The event probably will re- 
main unmatched for a long time in 
Balkan annals for its political signific- 
ance; the lavishness and beauty of its 
settings; the enthusiasm and fervor 
of the pepole; the picturesqueness of 
the processions, and the quamtness of 
the presents to the bride and groom. 


The bridal gown was an antique 


creation 
of white crepe georgette, 


with long court train, embroidered in 
pure silver and crystals, and the Prin- 
cess wore over her tulle veil a shower 
of scintillating gold strands. She was 
a picture of girlish beauty, dignity 
and grace as she was escorted to the 
altar by her father, King Ferdinand 
of Rumania. From her shoulders fell 
a large court mantle in brilliant silv- 
er, at the lower end of which the 
double arms of Rumania and Jugo- 
slavia were embroidered in silver and 
gold. 
King Alexander presented his 


bride with a massive crown of gold. 
set with diamonds and rubies, each 
province of Jugoslavia having con- 
tributed a precious stone to the dia- 
dem. 
^ 


Duke of York Best Man. 


The King, who entered the church 


arm in arm with Queen Marie, his 
future motlrer-m-law, wore the bright 
full-dress uniform of a Serbian Gen- 
eral. His best man was the Duke of 
York, son of King George of Eng- 
land. 


The Queen of Rumania, who has 


come to be known as the "Mother-m- 
Law of the Balkans," looked almost 
as youthful as the daughter she gave 
in marriage. 
She dominated the en- 


tire ceremony, and next to the bride 
was easily the most conspicuous and 
charming figure in the 
Cathedral 


"When she was not receiving the con- 
gratulations of her friends, she was 
busy giving directions for the execu- 
tion of the wedding. 


The marriage was solemnized by the 


Serbian Patriarch in the ancient By- 
zantine cathedral of Belgrade. In ac- 
cordance with Serbian custom, there 
was no civil ceremony. As the bride 
and groom walked up the aisle a Te 
Deum was sung. The marble altar, re- 
splendent in porphry and gold, was 
tastefully decorated with lilies and 
rose*, among which the national colors 
of Rumania and Jugoslavia were in- 
tertwined. 


The bridesmaids 
were 
Princess 


Hyena, the 13-year-old sister of the 
bride; her cousin, Grand Duchess Cy- 
ril of Russia, 14 years old; and the 
little 8-year-old doughter of Princess 
Helen of Russia, sister of King Alex- 
ander, whose husband was killed by 
the Bolshevlkl. 


The wedding was followed by a 


gala luncheon at the palace, at which 
the representatives 
of 
the foreign 


royal families, cabinet members, and 
government officials were guests. 
In 


the afternoon there was a procession 
of deputations from the various Serb- 
ian provinces, dressed in national cos- 
tumes. 


Magnificent Palace Banquet. 


The day's events closed with a mag- 


nificent banquet at the palace in the 
evening on plates of gold, the king 
anft new queen lea\mg shortly alter 
for thpir castle in Beed, Slovenia, for 
their honeymoon. 


Among the celebrities present were' 


the Duke of York, representing King 
George of England; the Italian crown 
prince, representing the kind of Italy; 
Grand Duchess Cyitl of Russia, sister 
of the queen of Rumania; the In- 
fanta Beatrice, youngest sister of the 
queen of Rumania, and her husband, 
the princes and princesses 
of 
the 


Greek ro>al famllj, Marshal Franchet 
d'Espeiey, representing France, and 
Crown Prince Carol 
and 
Princess 


Helenc of Rumania. The soveieigns 
of Japan, Belgium, 
Spain, Noruay 


and the heads of state of other coun- 
tries also were represented. 


Princess Helen of Russia, sister of 


King Alexander; Prince Arsene Kar- 
ageorgevltch, his uncle, and the son 
of the latter. Prince Paul, who are 
the only living relatives of the king, 
also vvere present Prince George, the 
king's elder brother, who is living in 
Paris and who renounced the throne 
12 years ago, was not invited. 


Queen Marie of Rumania, in speak- 


ing of the marriage, expressed her 
satisfaction and added: 


"The marriage unites the old Ru- 


manian family with the younger dj- 
nabty of the Serbs, Croats and Slo- 
venes The Judgslavs are especially 
happy because King Ferdmant and 
mjself are connected with so many 
of the royal families of Europe. They 
consider It Is a great stroke of good 
fortune for them and their future 
that their kniK should marry a Ru- 
manian princes "

Owners of dogs are reminded that 


dog licenses must be obtained nt the 
city clerk's office by July 1. The po- 
lice will take a census of all dog own- 
ers before that date ,und those who 
fail or refuse to obtain licenses will 
incur a penalty ot $10 and costs be- 
sides running the risk of having their 
pets seized and killed. 
Omission of 


name from the pollco Lst will not ex- 
cuse an owner from obtaining a li- 
cense. 


Every dog must wear a tag of the 


current dog license year. A dog with- 
out such tag is not protected by law 
and no action can be maintained for 
his injury or destruction. 
An unli- 


censed doe may be seized and killed, 
and the fuct that a dog is without a 
tag is presumptive evidence that the 
dog is unlicensed. 


The license fee- for male and spayed 


female dogs is $2.25 and for females 
$6.25.

Government Heads Favor Idea 


cf Outdoor Prison. 


FORCED BY CRIME INCREASE 


Uncle Sam Faces Housing Problem 


for Offenders Against the Federal 
Statutes—President 
Harding 
and 


Attorney General Daugherty Favor 
Turning Camp Grant Into Reform 
Farm for Rehabilitation of First 
Offenders. 


Ever since selling liquor became Il- 


legal in the United States, prohlbl"on- 
ists and those holding the opposite 
view have been more or less contin- 
ually engaged In hurling figures at 
each other to pro\e that ciime has In- 
creased or decreased, according to 
which side has the floor, since the In- 
auguration of the so-called dry era. ! 


Those uno haie made a study of 


criminology know that there are many 
factors which enter Into the cause 
of court convictions. Whatever the 
cause, there has been a big Increase 
In the more serious offenses, dating 
from about the end of actual hostili- 
ties abroad. 
I 


Complete records for the whoe coun- 


try, showing offenses for which con- 
victions have been secured, would re- 
quire a great deal of time and far 
more space than Is available. Any ef- 
fort to trace down the causes of suui 
a great number of convictions for real 
crimes is virtually an Impossibility. 
Whatever the causes are, it Is a fact 
that the federal prisons througnout 
the country are practically 
full 
to 


capacity.

Hard to Find Jail Room. 


Thus the federal government 
Is 


faced with a housing problem for 
offenders against federal statutes. Tt 
has been found that If the -wave of 
crime continues at the pitch It has 
maintained more or less stei>dlly for 
many T"onths, there will be uo place 
to put the convicted law breakers. 


The situation has been J ought to 


the attention of Attorney General 
Daugherty and by him taken up with 
President Harding. These two, on 
their recent Florida trip, gave this 
subject serious thought and have about 
agreed on a plan for the attempted re- 
habilitation of some of tlu. offenders. 


The Idea is to secure one of the for- 


mer army camps and convert It into a 
government reservation for the mental 
nnd moral rp-onstruction of federal 
offenders who are not hardened nor 
habitual crlm'nals. 
' 


Agreement between the President, 


and his attorney gent al has reached 
the point, It is understood, where the 
plan Is bound to go through unless 
some obstacle now unforeseen should 
arise. It is understood that the site of 
Camp Grant, nt Rockford, 111., has 
been chosen for this gmernmental ex- 
periment in redeeming youthful offen- 
ders against federal statutes and first 
offenders regardless of age.

Old Ideas Are Discarded.

Tears ago it was found that solitary 


confinement Is a barbarous thing, of- 
ten leading to mental deterioration, 
even to insanity. In prisons nowadays 
attention Is given to exercise nnd work 
M-lth which to occupy the minds of the 
prisoners. 
Baseball 
and 
open 
air 


sports have tlioir place In the sched- 
ules of the activities of most, if not 
all. Institutions of this kind. 


In the proposed experiment nt Camp 


Grant, the flist offenders and joung 
criminals will be taken a step further, 
nnd a scientific effort made to eradi- 
cate criminal tendencies and make use- 
ful members of society of these men. 


The main point In the sjstem Mill 


lie to train these men to trades, if 
they ha^e none, and perfect In their 
callings those who already ha^e a 
stnrt. It Is planned to provide for in- 
struction nnd practice in n w ide num- 
ber of vocations. Faming, it is ex- 
pected, v.ill come in for a large share 
of attention. The recognized trades, 
howe\er, are expected to engage the 
attention of the greatest number ol 
prisoners. 


Recently the land comprising Camp 


Grant was condemned. The go\ein- 
ment can secure possession of the 
tract for the puipo«ps of the depart- 
ment of justice under the light of 
eminent domain. 


One of the big steps forward in 


treatment of convicted offenders In 
the last few dpc.irtes has been to get 
nwaj, fiom the old idea of forbidding 
prison walls, as well ns the old idea 
of punishment by solitary confinement. 
At Camp Grant it is not plnuued to 
have an} thing like the ordinary pr's->n.

New York.—The grim hnmor of a 


wireless operator, who laughed at 
death and flashed bits of wit Into tie 
ether as his sh.p, the ^Norwegian steam- 
er Grontoft, \v 1th thirty persons on 
board, sallowed and slowly sank dur- 
ing a mid-Atlantic hurricane, was 
lecorded on the radio log of the Daa- 
Ish. steamer Es'onla, 


Each detail of the ship's plight, 


each, call for aid, was supplemented by 
the jesting comment of the radio man, 
whose Identity Is still unknown. 


He talked as If he were going on a 


lark in port Instead of to the bottom of 
the sea. His last message, a disjoint- 
ed one, was a series of witticisms— 
with, death as the butt of the joke. 


The Estonia, Itself hard hit In the 


110-mile gale, made a valiant but un- 
successful effort to reach the Grontoft, 
which first sent out calls for aid •when 
about 700 miles east of Cnpe Race. 


The Estonia at that time was forty- 


eight miles west of the disabled Nor- 
wegian and steaming In an opposite 
direction. Capt. Hnns Jorgfenson or- 
dered his ship about and It steamed 
slowly toward the Grontoft 


Meanwhile Radio Operator Hansen 


engaged the operator of the Grontoft 
In conversation. The latter sent out 
first the following—a stereotyped Irony 
of the seas. 


"God pity the poor sailors on a night 


like this." Then followed a series of 
"hn, ha." 


"And say," he continued, "the old 


man thinks this culm will be over by 
nightfall. We sure need some breeze." 


An hour later an urgent call for aid 


was sent out by the Grontoft, and Its 
operator jested again. 


"Well, the steward Is making sand- 


wiches for the lifeboats. 
Looks like 


we were going on a picnic." 


Again a half hour later he sent: 
"The old wagon hats a list like a run- 


down heel. This Is no weather for a 
fellow to be out In without an um- 
brella "

SHALLOW CORN CULTIVATION 


ICxperlmcnts Show Best Yields When 


"Surface Is not. Disturbed Ex- 


cept to Keep Weed Down. 


Ithaca, 
June 
7 —Recent 
experi- 


ments indicate that just deep enough 
cultivation to keep down the weeds 
gives better corn yields than stirring 
the soil too deeply among the roots, 
according to nosults made public by 
the state agricultural college here to- 
day. 
The only exception is that on 


very heavy soils, fcomewh.it deeper 
cultivation helps by letting air into 
the soil. 


Most of ihe active feeding roots of 


corn plants are found in the surface 
soil, which fact leads the college spe- 
cialists to conclude that much of the 
mineral food Is naturally gotten by 
the plant from the top 4 inches, that 
part which used to he stirred almost 
continuously in cultivating. 


It is in this upper layer of soil that 


bacteria are most actively at work 
preparing the food that makes tho 
ears, anti the specialists say that it is 
much more important to leave these 
feeding roots alone than to stir them 
up 
and cut them 
off 
to make 
a 


mulch, as long as the weeds are kept 
dov\ n. 


Need Food More Than Mulch. 


The suifucc four inches of soil is 


found to be worth more to the corn 
crop in furnishing plant food than 
when stirred up as a rnulch. 


Experiments in 2S states reported 


by the federal department of agncul-' 
ture showed that 'i to 6 per cent more' 
corn was produced without cultivation' 
than trom cultivated llelds
